Time Bombs in Naples Only Fill 
Italians With More Hatred 
By HAL BOYLE 
Naples, Oct. 7 (Delayed)—(/P) 


—You can never tell in advance 
how anything will affect morale. 
Take that nasty little habit the 
Germans have of leaving for-get- 
mo-nots in the form of tlmebombs 
behind them. The Nazis knew for 
weeks that they would have 
to 


yield 
Naples 
lo 
the Allies and 


their, engineers had time to plant 
numerous of these devilish engines 
in the basements of buildings, in 
street dfbrls and in manholes be- 
neath the pavements. 


The mechanism is very simple. 


It is as old as clocks and explo- 
sives. You merely take a quantity 
of dynamite, TNT, road mines or 
even air bombs and attach a fuse 
set for a certain hour and day. 
When that lime arrives, unless the 
mechanism has 
been 
defused, 


there is a vast explosion, bringing 
death and mutilation to all within 
a range of many yards. 


American Army engineers save 


many lives by 
discovering 
and 


rendering harmless many of the 
timebombs. In one building they 
defused a 1,500-pound bomb. The 
explosive power of a bomb this 
size cannot be imagined. You have 
to be close enough to feel 
the 


force behind it and see the damage 
it caus5S to beleive it. 


It is manifestly impossible 
for 


the Army engineers to ferret in n 
short while all the hidden bombs 
in a city the size of Naples—1,000.- 
000 people. As a result periodic 
explosions sound above the city's j 
road, silencing it only for a mo- | 
ment, and then the Neapolitans go I 
on about their tasks of scratching ' 


out a living in wartime. The dan- 
ger of exploding bombs is less of 
a problem to them than how lo 
get enough food and water to keep 
alive. 


There is momentary 
confusion 


and panic among the crowds in the 
immediate vicinity when a time- 
bomb bursts, but the police and 
troops quickly restore order and 
arrange for hospital care for the 
injured. The ambulances get there 
almost before the stones stop fal- 
ling and the Italian people and the 
Iroops curse the Germans and go 
on nbout their business. 


In the last two days I have been 


on the scene of two blasts. 
One 


ripped a great hole in the Via 
Partcnopc. 
a 
seaside 
avenue 


where in peacetime the aristoc- 
racy of Naples loved 
to prome- 


nade. The explosion 
came 
less 


than a minute after a group of us 
had driven over that section of the 
boulevard. We felt Ihe blast and 
turning around we saw the black 
column of debris and smoke 
ap- 


proximately half a 
mile behind 


us. Seven persons were injured. 


Today I was walking along the 


Via Roma when a Umebomb blew 
out one end of the postotfice 
a 


block and a half away. I ran to 
Ihe spot. Half a dozen men and 
women staggered past. One 
girl 


held a handkerchief to her head lo 
staunch the flow of blood from a 
nigged cut on her head. Another 
man stumbled out into the traffic. 
His right ear has been ripped off 
by a chunk of masonry. Two Brit- 
ish officers pulled him into their 
car and headed for a hospital.

shoved back a mob 
of shouting 


civilians alternately praying and 
screaming hatred of the Germans. 
A pall of grey-blnck smoke hung 
around the bodies in ankle- deep 
debris and big chunks of concrete 
lay about. The clothes had 
been 


blown off one woman. Another Ital- 
ian woman had been 
blown 20 


yards. She lay sprawled on 
the 


pavement with the fragments other 
waterjug 
near 
one 
hand. A 


doctor bent over, but paused only 
a moment and moved on. He had 
no time for the dead, the living 
needed him—dozens of men and 
women, 
blood 
streaming 
from 


wounds. 


Authorities announced the toll of 


this explosion as 23 dead and 100 
injured. A few were soldiers 
but 


most were civilians. 


I returned later 
to the scene 


after the police had roped 
the 


area off and talked with a group 
of soldiers inspecting the damage 
to the post office. The concrete 
floors at one end sagged like soggy 
pancakes. 


"I was about 50 feet away when 


it blew up," said Sgt. Don Clai- 
borno, 27, of 
Dyersburg, 
Tcnn. 


"We had just put a guard 
out 


when I heard one hell of a noise 
and then something from the ex- 
plosion knocked me down and tore 
my helmet off. I crawled under a 
car with two other soldiers. That 
saved us. Another didn't make it 
and a piece of concrete caught 
him and broke both legs. 


"A few of our fellows hud been 


standing on the pavement. When 
it blew out they fell 25 feet into 
'he enter left by the 
explosion. 


They were in my company .They 
were my friends. 1 won't forget 
them. Our boys still will be think- 
ing of them when they come across 


the Germans again. 


"Most of those killed were chil- 


dren 
and women coining back 


from the water mains. The bomb 
blew both legs off one Italian boy. 
He was only about 8 or 10 years 
old. I wish the German who fixed 
that time bomb could have seen 
what lie did to that boy. I don't 
think he would ever sleep very 
well again." 


His reaction was typical. 
Most 


soldiers felt that, once having lost 
the city, the Germans had no mili- 
tary advantage to gain by leaving 
behind time bombs whose 
ehi 


behind time bombs whose 
chief 


damage is to the civilian popula- 
tion. 


The Germans sowed their time 


bombs in Naples to disrupt the city 
and crack its morale. Their effect 
has been to intensify. Italian sup- 
port of the Allies and haired 
port of the Allies and hatred of 
the Germans. They have stirred 
white-hot hatred, too, among many 
American soldiers 
who 
hitherto 


have fought well, but found it hard 
really to hate anybody. 


Morale is a queer thing.

• One threat, of course, lies in the 
fact that the great invasion fleet 
of bar'gfe's and warships will 
be 


under intense fire of German land 
batteries, as well as all the bomb- 
ers Hitler can muster. The recent- 
ly published book "Combined Oper- 
ationSi" British official story of the 
Commphdos,, reminds us of Nel- 
son's dictum that "three guns in 
a well-constructed battery, proper- 
ly placed, would beat off or 
de- 


stroy dny ship in the world." 


Another menace is mines —both 


sea and land. The employment of 
this defense against amphibious at- 
tacks has been developed to a fine 
point by the Germans. 


The English channel along 
the 


French .shore is likely to be filled 
with mines. Mine 
sweepers 
will 


precede ihe fleet, but many barges 
laden With troops, and many war- 
ships, will be destroyed. The land 
mines are even a great menace, 
for the Germans are following the 
highly effective scheme of whole- 
sale mining of every beach which 
might be used as a bridge-head. 


The Hitlerites have every stra- 


tegic point along the whole channel 
invasion coast heavily fortified. 
Dieppe and other landings 
have 


demonstrated that these defenses 
provide for intensive fire of all cali- 
bers, from big guns to rifles, and 
this can be concentrated on vital 
landing points. Barbed wire lines 
the shores, and tank barriers are 
terribly formidable. 


Whatever way you look at it, the 


invasion is going to be a costly 
thing unless Hitler is rendered vir- 
tually impotent in advance. What 
the Anglo-American Allies have to 
figure out in answering Moscow is 
whether the present status of the 
war 
warrants is taking such a

Science Fights 
New Venereal 
Disease

Medical science has 


laken a slep forward in ils bailie 
againsl venereal diseases by 
re- 


discovering a "new step." 


The disease is lymphogranuloma 


venereum, fast-striking and highly 
contagious, with a prevalence third 
only to gonorrhea and syphilis. 


Its modern "discovery" or diag- 


nosis has been aided by the work 
of Dr. Geoffrey W. Rake, 30-year- 
old British born scientisl who heads 


the division of-microbiology at the 
Squibb Institute for Medical 
Re- 


search at New Brunswick, N. J. 
The disease was noted as long ago 
as 17R6 and later became known as 
"climatic or tropicog.bo," but its 
symptoms were frequently mistak- 
en for those of other venereal dis- 
eases. ' 


In 1940, however. Dr. Rake iso- 


lated the lymphogranuloma virus 
—a filterable agent that can be 
photographed through a high-pow- 
ered 
microscope. He grow the 


agent in the yolk sac of a hen's 
egg. then rendered it harmless and 
adapted ways of using il In skin 
lests that tell, wilh about. 90 per 
cent accuracy, whether a patient 
has or had been infected. 
Armed with means of discover- 


ing its presence, public health of- 
ficials have begun a large-scale of- 
fensive against lymphogranuloma. 
Campaigns are under way to make 
it a universally reportablc disease, 
like syphilis. 


Since Dr. Rake's discoveries, the 


number of known cases has shot up 
5harply. Squib Physicians believe 
this is because more doctors arc 
now able to diagnose the condition. 


Once the disease gets into the 


system it works fast. A primary 
lesion somewhat like that of syphi- 
lis may appear seven to 21 clays 
nfter exposure. The lymph glands 
may swell within GO days, and in 
virulent cases burst soon afler and 
result in further 
injuries 
unless 


treatment is begun.

so con- 


tagious thai scientists working in 
the laboratory near the agent have 
been infected. 


Medical men say the 
develop- 


ment of cures is keeping pace with 
the discovery of causes, however. 
The U. S. Public Health Service 
says that in the early stages the 
sulfa drugs have proved effective. 
In advanced chronic cases, how- 
ever, surgery is often 
the 
sole 


means of relief.

Science Fights 
New Venereal 
Disease

Medical science has 


laken a slep forward in ils bailie 
againsl venereal diseases by 
re- 


discovering a "new step." 


The disease is lymphogranuloma 


venereum, fast-striking and highly 
contagious, with a prevalence third 
only to gonorrhea and syphilis. 


Its modern "discovery" or diag- 


nosis has been aided by the work 
of Dr. Geoffrey W. Rake, 30-year- 
old British born scientisl who heads 


the division of-microbiology at the 
Squibb Institute for Medical 
Re- 


search at New Brunswick, N. J. 
The disease was noted as long ago 
as 17R6 and later became known as 
"climatic or tropicog.bo," but its 
symptoms were frequently mistak- 
en for those of other venereal dis- 
eases. ' 


In 1940, however. Dr. Rake iso- 


lated the lymphogranuloma virus 
—a filterable agent that can be 
photographed through a high-pow- 
ered 
microscope. He grow the 


agent in the yolk sac of a hen's 
egg. then rendered it harmless and 
adapted ways of using il In skin 
lests that tell, wilh about. 90 per 
cent accuracy, whether a patient 
has or had been infected. 
Armed with means of discover- 


ing its presence, public health of- 
ficials have begun a large-scale of- 
fensive against lymphogranuloma. 
Campaigns are under way to make 
it a universally reportablc disease, 
like syphilis. 


Since Dr. Rake's discoveries, the 


number of known cases has shot up 
5harply. Squib Physicians believe 
this is because more doctors are 
now able to diagnose the condition. 


Once the disease gets into the 


system it works fast. A primary 
lesion somewhat like that of syphi- 
lis may appear seven to 21 clays 
nfter exposure. The lymph glands 
may swell within GO days, and in 
virulent cases burst soon afler and 
result in further 
injuries 
unless 


treatment is begun.

tagious thai scientists working in 
the laboratory near the agent have 
been infected. 


Medical men say the 
develop- 


ment of cures is keeping pace with 
the discovery of causes, however. 
The U. S. Public Health Service 
says that in the early stages the 
sulfa drugs have proved effective. 
In advanced chronic cases, how- 
ever, surgery is often 
the 
sole 


means of relief.

Kidnaping, Bank Robbing Just 
Disappearing From Crime Scene

peared today to be disappearing 
from the American scene:

of Investigation by the Lindbergh 
act of 1932 and the federal bank 
robbery act of 1934.

Hoover is directed toward nation- 
al security, but there has been no 
relaxation of the investigation of 
other crimes. 


Only two of the 256 kidnaping 


cases investigaled by the

since 1932 remains unsolved. In 
one of these — the kidnaping of 
Charles Fletcher Mattson on Dec. 
27, 193G, at Tacoma, Wash, —more 
than 23,000 suspects have been eli- 
minated. The search still continues.

Bank robberies reached 
their 


peak in 1932 when 606 banks were 
robbed of $4,503,331, Two 
years 


later the national bank robbery act 
was passed and the incidence 
of 


such cases had dropped 92 per cent 
during the last year. Last year 
there were only 48 bank robberies 
with loot tolaling $194,476. Largely 
as a resull of FBI aclivities, in- 
surance rates in the field have been 
drastically reduced. 


During fiscal 1943, there were 92 


bank robbery, burglary and lar- 
ceny convictions with senlcnccs lo- 
taling 725 years, two months and 
10 days. 


The extortion racket likewise is 


being driven out by Ihe FBI which 
last year turned up 
information 


leading lo 71 conviclions for such 
crimes wilh senlences lolalling 3,- 
875 years.

1943 the FBI recovered 5,717 stolen 
motor vehicles valued al $3,227,120 
in cases involving inlerslate trans- 
portation. 


Since the national motor vehicle 


theft act was passed in 1919, the 
FBI has recovered 73,971 vehicles 
valued at $42,023,927. 


Impersonations — work in this 


field increased sharply since Pearl 
Harbor because of the large 
num- 


ber of persons seeking self - ag- 
grandizement by wearing of serv- 
ice uniforms illegally and of other 
persons 
who wear 
uniforms 
in 
order to obtain money fraudulent- 
ly. During the last fiscal year, there 
were 318 conviclions in such cases 
with sentences totaling 707 years. 


White Slavery — fiscal 1943 saw 


a substantial increase in convic-

Identification division — during 


the past fiscal year a record total 
of 11.976 fugitives were identified 
through fingerprints.
